of Misuse of the Mails, 


Twenty-Five Boys, Gathered 
Here From Many States, Are 
Stranded—Came to Atlanta 
Believing They Would Soon 
Be Great Chauffeurs. 


Glittering promises of positions as 


chauffeurs, the lure of Atlanta’s white 
lights, the optimism of youth and the 
inexperience of the dweller in rural 
places have all played their .part in a 
half comic, half pathetic drama which 
has ended here in the stranding, with- 
out money and without friends, of 
twenty-five country youths from al) 
ever the south, and the arrest of the 
proprietor of an “automobile school” 

The boys, whose homes are scattered 
all the way from eastern Texas to 
northern North Carolina, came to At- 
lanta in answer to an advertisement 
running in the want ad columns. By 
the advertisement and letters which 
followed it, they were led to believe 
that if they came to Atlanta, paid $25 
as tuition at the “automobile college,” 
they wguld be taught almost every- 
thing from how to manufacture auto- 
mobiles on up to how the Vanderbilt 
cup could be carried off “just Iike 
that.” 
A Beautiful Dream. 

From the letters, the lads, all of 
them from the country, state that they 
believed about the only thing neces- 
sary for them fo do to obtain a posi- 
tion that would pay them handsomely, 
and which would require only that they 
drive around in a monster touring car, 
was to pay to the proprietor or pro- 
fessor, or whatever else he chose to 
call himself, the $25, learn what they 
were told and wait for the opening, 
which was just ahead. 

All those interested were invited to 
call in person at 23 Cain street. This 
invitation was accepted Monday after- 
noon by Postoffice Inspector George R, 
Cellar, and as a result, a man giving 
his name as A. G. Tee was arrested, 
charged with using the mail to de- 
fraud. He was later released on bond. 

The matter came to the attention of 
the postoffice inspector when upward 
of twenty young men from almost 
every southern state appeawed at the 
federal building and complained that 
they had been “stung” by the so-called 
auto school. They had been led to be- 
lieve, they said, that they would be 
made expert chauffeurs and furnished 
a diploma and a kit of tools—enough, 
they apparently thought, to. begin 
business with—all for the sum of $25. 

In letters now in the hands of the 
postoffice authorities, Mr. Tee set out 
to the boys, it is claimed, that he had 
something like sixty different makes of 
ears in his shop, leaving the impres- 
sion, it is said, that what a graduate 
of his schoo] wouldn't Know about an 
auto when graduated had been torn 
from the records. 

Most favorably impressed by a type- 
written letter, the twenty-five yvoung 
men scraped together thetfr hard-earned 
eash and came on to Atlanta to be- 
come expert mechanicians, world- 
famous auto race drivers, proprietors 
of garages and quite a few other 
things. 

Relieved of Their Money. 

When they went to 23 Cain street, 
which is just oppositie the Dixie 
garage, they found everything in per- 
fect working order, so far as their part 
of the transaction went. Mr. Tee was 
waiting to relieve them of their 25 
simoleons each, which he did with con- 
siderable dexterity, according to all 
reports. In addition, ne lifted from 
each an additional $10 for “tools,” it 
ie charged. 

From all reports, however, Mr. Tee's 
main activities consisted of collecting 
the money. In the house where the 
“school” was held there were two all 
but dismantied automobiles, and one 
that’ was apparently still in running 
shape, although somewhat the worse 
for wear. In the latter, the young men 
were driven out Peachtree street, or 
rome other thoroughfare, and were 
given turns at holding the steering 
wheel. According to the boys, some 
five Or six trips of this kind, with 
each trying his hand at the wheei fur 
a mile or less, constituted his “road 
instruction.” Six or eight studehts 
were carried out at one time in the car. 

As for the tools and the sixty differ- 
ent makes of cars, they were not in 
evidence, nor was the work on the cars, 
the practical Instruction, they had come 
to get, so say the boys. After some 
time they became suspicious that they 
had been humbugged, asked someone 
what they should do, and were direc:- 
ed to Postmaster McKee, who directed 
them to Inspector Cellar. 

Postoffice Inspecter Acts. 
took the inspector 
time decide that he had sufficient 
grounds to warrant Mr. Tee's arrest, 
and that gentleman was shortly taken 
in tow. He admitted at the time that 
he Wasnt surprised, particularly as 
“quite a lot of the fellows seemed dis- 
satisfied.” He was carried before 
Commissioner Walter Colquitt, who ad- 
mitted him to bail in the sum of $300. 
on the charge, of using the mails to 
defraud. The case wili come up for a 
preliminary hearing on next Friday. 

Meantime, however, the majority of 
the young men are in the city without 
means of support, without friends, and 
without money. They are after work, 
every one of them. None of them is 
willing« to go back to the parental vine 
and fig tree and admit defeat. Some 
will apply for positions on the street 
ears this morning, while others will at- 
tempt to find work of other kinds. 

Postmaster McKee states that he ex- 
pects te Keep constantly in touch with 
the young men, and anyone in the city 
who has employment for any of them 
may locate them through the postmas- 
ter’s office. Without exception, they 
are unusually bright, young country 
boys, ranging from 19 to 23 in age. 
and ajl state that they are willing to

HIGHER SALARIES 


peal to Education Board, 


Professor Dykes Declares That 
Owing to Small Remunera- 
tion Given Teachers, Many 
of Best Men Are Entering 
Other Lines of Work. 


The board of education will be asked 
at the next meeting to consider the 
matter of increasing the salaries paid 
to the professors of the Boys’ High 
School. 

In an interview given out yesterday, 
Professor Dykes, principal of the insti- 
tution, pointed out the necessity for 
Such action if the city hopes to keep 
the high school up to the proper 
standard of effectiveness. 

He shows that this year six teach- 
ers resigned, three because. they 
could make more at something else. 
several competent men, now on the 
faculty, he states, are preparing to 
quit for the same reason. 

He believes that the heads of de- 
partments should receive $2,000 a year, 
their assistants from $1,500 to $1,800 
and the principal $3,000. 

Salaries Are Insufficient. 

‘The present salaries: paid the 
structors in the Boys High Schoo! 
are not sufficient to enable us to 
secure and hold competent men in the 
faculty,” he said. “A man with a 
family to support who intends mak- 
ing teaching his life work, can not 
afford to remain in Atlanta on a 
Salary of $1,400 per. year, Conse- 
quently we are continually losing our 
strong teachers, and filling their 
places with new men. 

“This year, six of the fourteen 
members of our faculty are new men, 
five of whom are entirely new to 
‘the system, 


in- 


ers we have had recently, have re- 
Signed because they could make more 
at something else. I refer to W. W. 
Tindall, head of the department of 
English; M. V. Bennett. in charge of 
the language department, and R. ¢C. 
Little, of the department of mathe- 
matics, 

“Protessor Tindall resigned to prac- 
tice law. Professor Bennett resigned 
to enter the brokerage business, 
Professor Little quit teaching to en- 
ter the real estate business. 

“A Man who has enough common 
Sense and executive ability to make 
a success of teaching and controlling 
boys, can usuallx make two or three 
times as much at something else. It 
requires considerable ability to dis- 
cipline 360 boys between the ages of 
14 and 18 years, and teach them in 
the proper way. A cheap teacher is 
dear at any price. 

“The heads of departments in the 
Boys High School should be paid $2,000 
per year, and their assistants shoulda 
get from $1,500 to $1,300, according to 
their experience and capacity. The 
principal of the school of this rank 
should be worth $3,000 to the school, 

Goed Men Leaving. 

“We have competent men now on 
the faculty who are planning to leave. 
One of our men who has been with us 
about seven years and who has 
ways dene excellent _ work, has given 
notice that he may leave at any time. 
His salary is $1,633 per year. He is 
worth $2,000 to the school. He can 
command that salary and more in 
other lines of work. It is not econ- 
omy to let him go and take chances 
on an inexperienced man. As our

Performance of “The Playboy 
of Western World’ Causes 
Riot—Potatoes, Eggs and 
Vegetables Thrown at Ac- 
tors—Police Called. 


New York, November 27.—Rictous 
disorder broke out tonight at a per- 
formance which the Irish Players, re- 
cently arrived from Dublin, attempted 
of “The Playboy if the Western 
World,” at »iaxine Elliott’s theater. 
Much refuse was thrown at the actors, 
and police reserves were called. Ten 
prisoners .were taken. 

The uproar started as soon as the 
icurtain rose on the first act, and s0 
interupted the performance that at the 
end of the act, Fred O’Donovan, who 
played the part of the Playboy, an- 
nounced taht the act would be reepat- 
ed. By this time most of the rioters 
had been arrested and dispersed, and 
the repetition of the first act was ac- 
companied by but little trouvlee. 

The Irish Players believed there was 
concerted action on the part of the dis- 
turbere, and deciared that determined 
litlte groups appeared to be distributed 
advantageously throughout the house. 

Potatoes, Eggs, Vegetables. 

Potatoes, eggs, vegetables and other 
missiles were thrown on the stage, and 
several of their actors were struck. 
Miss HKithne McGee received a particu- 
larly hard blow on the head by a po- 
tato, but her wealth of hair saved 
her from serious yinjury. 

The audience was mainly a fashion- 
ably-dressed one. 

The playlet, “The Jail Gate,” pre- 
ceded the performance of “The Play 
Boy,’” and met with no disturbance, 
but promptly upon the announcement 
of the’ second Dill, hisses came from 
the gallery and -spread through the 
whole house. The real rioting broke 
out when the play boy came on to 
announce that he had killed his father 
and was lauded by the women char- 
acters. There were cries of “Shame, 
shame, that’s not Irish,’ and the lke, 

Trouble Was Anticipated. 

In anticipation of trouble a large 
number of policemen and detectives 
had beef stationed about the house, 
and when the rioting broke out they 
made for the leaders of several groups 
and effected arrests, while the whole 
house was on its feet in an uproar. 

“The Play Boy of the Western 
World,” as written by Synge and 
staged by Lady Gregory, was declared 
in a resolution recently passed by the 
United Irish Socleties as an insult 
to the Irish race in that it was held 
to be immoral and made a hero out of 
a patricide. It received vitriolic crit- 
icism at the hands of the Boston Irish 
Federation.

Wee One of Two: Cites Openl 
, Violating Prohi Law 


Upon Recomméndation of 
Mayor Barrett and Finance 
Committee, No More Wines, 
Liquors. and Mixed Drinks 
Will Be Sold in Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—After council at its meeting 
next Monday night, adopts the recom- 
mendation of Mayor Barrett and the 
finance cgmmittee, there will be no 
nore whiskey and wine sold here, 

The near been license will be cut 
from $1,000 to $500 and beer only 
can be sold after January l. 

Mayor Bgrrett tonight gave out the 
following interview: 

“When the finance committee rec- 
ommended a year ago the ordinance 
that has Dbdeen force during the 
present year, it was with the firm con- 
viction that such ordinance was the 
pest method of regulating this busi- 
ness that cotld be adopted under all 
the existing circumstances, The rec- 
ommendation of the committee as sub- 
sequently enacted by council has been 
minconstructed by many and misused 
by some, 

As is well known, the defendants 
in the state courts charged with vio- 
lation of the prohibition law have 
invariably appealed to the jury 
through their attorneys that the large 
amount of the license tax enacted by 
the state and the city was practically 
a declaration of ia wto the contrary, 
such dealers should be permitted to 
sell wine, whisky and other malt and 
alcoholic liquors, and net be limited to 
beverages in imitation of and in- 
tended to be used as substitutes for 
such liquors.

DEEPLY IMPRESSED BY PLAY 
PICTURING REFORMED CROOK 


Never before has there been such a 
theatrical performance in Atlanta as 
that which was given yesterday at the 
federal prison when 800 men saw “Alias 
Jimmy Valentine.” 

With laughter ang applause, the 
crowd of men clad in the dull blue pris- | 
on garb, gave way to their feelings ae 
freely as though they were smectb 
When they were pleased they laughed, 
—the wholesome laughter of wunre- 
strained enjoyment; when they were} 
touched, they surreptitiously wiped 
aw the tears from their eyes; and 
when they approved, they applauded 
enthusiastically. ‘ 

“We have never had such an audi- 
ence before,” said one member of the 
theatrical company. ‘& wish that we 
could play to the same ones all of the 
time.” | | 

At night the company presented the 
Play at the Grand theater to a large 
and pleased audience. 

Prior to the performance at the fed- 
eral prison one of the prisoners was 
asked to write a criticism of the per- 
formance for The Constitution. He 
consented to do so, and the subjoined 
is from his pen. He has not employed the 
vernacular, but has attempted to give 
a criticism from the viewpoint of the 
prisoner, inasmuch as the play is one 
with a peculiar appeal to prisoners 
and was viewed by them from a dif- 
ferent angle to that employed by the 
average auditor: 


By a Prisoner. 

You have asked me to give you my 
opinion and through me the opinion 
of the other seven hundred-odd in- 
mates of this institution of the play, 
“Alias Jimmy Valentine.” You told 
me to give praise where credit is due 
and rigid criticism where fault is 
found. ; 

In the first place I will “take the bit, 
in my teeth ” by offering criticisin 
from the start by declaring that “Alias 
Jimmy Valentine’ was never written 
with such a warden as Mr, William H. 
Moyer. in mind. And in making this 
statement I know I am in unanimous 
accord with my fellow prisoners here. 
The conception of Paul Armstrong’s 
warden is entirely out of the picture 
as pertains to the federal prison in 


Atlanta. 

In the first act, Mr. Armstrong's 
Warden receives a _ delegation of 
women interested in the welfare of 
prisoners after their discharge from 
prison. They meet a cold reception 
from this gentleman, if we may be 
pardoned for using this word in this 
instance, who maintains that all pris- 
oners upon discharge follow their evil 
ways for the sheer love of and pride 
of outwitting the police, rather than 
for any desire of gain. To prove his 
views, he calls into his office a forger 
and a locksmith, telling the former 
toraise a check from $5 to $50,000, under 
the very eyes of the visitors, and; the 
latter to pick a lock with a cofimon 
hairpin in the presence of the inventor 
himself. Thus the cynical warden es- 
tablishes his contention. How differ- 
ent as we know it here. In the first 
place, the warden we know would have 
reecived the visitors, having our wel- 
fare at heart, with the same warmth 
and consideration as he extends to- 
ward us, as we come in daily contact 
with him... 

tie would not have paraded 
shortcomings or weaknesses for 
own aggrandizement. 

It Is All Different Here. 

Here his brutality is offset by kind- 
ness—his rough, loud voice by the 
quiet one of a gentleman—his relation 
of the jailer and convict by the treat- 
ment here of man to man. For nc 
matter who or what 2 man may be, 
he makes his own life here. 

Mr. Paul Armstrong's ideas of a 
warden were so entirely fareign to 
those of myself and my fellow. prison- 
ers under Warden Moyer’s care, that 
we were not at all slow to express our 
disapproval. 

Armstrong’s prisoner, upon his dis- 
charge from prison, is Kicked out with- 
out a word of hope or encouragement; 
he is, in fact, encouraged t@ continue: 
his ways and gain protection by »e-,; 
When one of! 
us leaves Warden Moyer’s custody, we 
go out of the Atlanta penitentiary with | 
words of comfort and good theer, and 
conscious of the fact that we are still} 
men, and during our imprisonment! 
have been treated as men in a manly 
way. We leave this’ prison with the 
idea that we have not been regarded, 
as outcasts from society, but that our 
liberty has only been restrained and 
our freedom of action circumscribed 
by prison walis, within which we have 
been comfortably housed, substantially 
fed, mentally improved by the use of a 
large library, and entertained with 
baseball and other outdoor sports, as 
well as plays, concerts, lectures and 
various forms of amusement.

The play in itself presents a striking 
moral, that no heart igs so hardened 
but can and will turn to good under 
wholesome influence and humane kind- 
ness; that life holds a chance for 
every One, and that, though the strug- 
gie be hard, it is well worth striving 
for in the end.

The piece was admirably . presented 
by as clever a company~®f artists as 
Liebler & Co. could possidly have as- 
sembled together. No more finished 
acting than that. of Mr. Edmond Elton, 
as Jimmy Valentine, could be possible, 
and that was the verdict of the most 
critical audience Mr. Elton will ever 
appear _ before. Edward Payes, as

B. Crosby, as “Old Bill’ Avery, was su- 
perb, and it was a good thing he 
changed from hiS”prison stripes in his 
Street clothes immediately after the 
first act, or he might have been spend- 
ing a night in a cozy cellas one of us. 
It is dangerous to be too natural.

Demanded by the Methodists 
of North Carolina—Ap.- - 
peal to Congress.

MEN ARE DRUGGED 
AND “SHANGHAIED” 


Government Sends a Fast 
Boat to Arrest Those Com- 
mitting the Outrage. 


Washington, November 2%.—Deter- 
mined to end the practice of “shang- 
haiing’”’ men and the enforcement of a 
system which virtually amounts to 
peonage aboard vessels, especially on 
the “oyster fleet’’ in Chesapeake bay, 
Secretary Nagel has ordered a fast boat 
to go after the offenders and police 
those waters. The boat will start out 
tomorrow. 

This action by the secretary of the 
department of commerce and labor fol- 
lows a recommendation of Commission- 
er Chamberlain, of the department’s 
bureau of navigation, based upon an 
exhaustive report of conditions as 
shown by an investigation. It is known 
that men have been drugged at many 
ports along the Chesapeake, kidnaped 
and taken aboard the oyster boats 
against their wills. Their filthy quar- 
ters, improper food and long hours of 
labor, often under the club of an over- 
seer, have driven men to suicide, mur- 
der and mutiny. 

The boat to be dispatched tomorrow 
is a swift motor craft, which will sup- 
plant the revenue cutter Apache. The 
Apache’s size and craft made it possi- 
ble for offenders to escape .inspection 
by making into shallow waters.

It was this meeting that I 
made, the statement as I have 
above indicated concerning Governor 
Brown's possible candidacy, for it 
was my opinion, though I had had 
no communication with Governor 
Brown on the subject, that if Mr. Pope 
Brown,would in the interest of prohi- 
bition withdraw from the race and giv» 
us a fair field under Mr. Helder’s 
leadership, which would have elimi- 
nated the old factional fight, Governor 
Brown would not enter the race. But 
it was my opinion, expressed there 
that i? prohibition could not get a 
fair field and a separated issue, he 
would probably enter the race. The 
failure of these sincere efforts in be- 
half of prohibition has resulted in the 
situation we now have on our hands, 
and i knew it would be so. I regret 
it because prohibition as a sacred 
cause is being misused and has become 
all tangled up with personal and par- 
tisan politics and identified with the 
political methods of Mr. Williams’ 
“Strictly Confidential’ circular. The 
consequence is that men who have 
been and are the real leaders of pro- 
hibition in Georgia are in an attitude 
of resentment against the mutilation 
of prohibition in the present cam- 
paign, 

They see that prohibition has noth- 
ing to gain by it. Men like Dr. 
lL. G. Hardman and Judge Covington, 
the authors of the prohibition law, 
are standing aloof; and men like 
Judge Hammond, Judge Ross, Judge 
Anderson and Dr. Nunnally, and many 
cther leading prwohibitionists whom | 
might name, refused to be drawn into 
such a campaign. Instead of being 
amazed at us, as Mr. W. D. Upshaw 
recently wrote, we are amazed gt 
them. But we Know that a few 
months hence we shall all come to- 
gether and wake up Georgia in the 
support and triumph of the best law 
and the best state-craft for the good 
of our people ever put before them.

“Business is sensitive; it goes only 
where invited and stays only when 
well treated. 

“Every advertisement must have 
three simple qualities. It must be 
such as to (1) Attract attention. (2) 
Arouse intersst. (3) Persuade to do 
something. 

“These are mental qualities, there- 
fore, you must study human nature, 
and the laws that govern it. 

“When you write copy to a small 
retailer, don’t talk to him about loose- 


leaf ledgers, departmental forms, sta- 
tistical comparisons, etc, but find out 
what his bookkeeping troubles are. 
Get the point of contact, by showing 
him you understand his troubles, and 
have a remedy that is cheap and ef- 
fective.

Take it out a week hence—look it 
Cver again.

Surrounded by loving 
friends, Colonel Thomas 
Screven peacefully breathed his last 
yesterday afternoon at his residence, 
69 Crew street, after a brief and com- 
paratively painless illmess. He was in 
his eighty-second year. 

lducated for the legal profession 
in his early manhood, he was among 
the gallant and intrepid defenders of 
the south in the war of secession, en- 
tering the service as captain of the 
Beaufort district troops, Hampton's 
Legion, and was amongst the first to 
leave the state of South Carolina for 
duty in Virginia, where later the cav- 
alry of the Hampton Legion was, with 
other cavalry troops, reorganized as 
the Second South Carolina regiment, 
with M. C. Butler as colonel, On the 
death of Major Hampton, Captain 
Screven became major and subsequent- 
ly colonel of the regiment. 

When General J. EF. B. Stuart made 
his celebrated visit into Pennsylvania, 
capturing Chambersburg, among his 
carefully selected troops was the Sec- 
ond South Carolina regiment, with M, 
Cc, Butler as colonel and Thomas El- 
wood Screven, lMeutenant colonel. 

At the close of the war Colonel 
Screven resumed the practice of law, 
and was elected judge of the Beau- 
fort district. Subsequently he was 
compelled to resign, on account of an 
affection of the eyes, contracted by 
exposure during the War. 

This impairment of vision ultimate- 
lv forced him into the retirement of 
private life, depriving him from par- 
ticipation in the occupations of busi- 
ness and professional life. 

He lost his beloved wife, whom he 
had married in 1858, some seven years 
ago. Two daughters, with most fond 
solicitude, cheered and soothed his de- 
clining years. 

Of a modest and retiring disposition, 
he yet possessed an intrepid;spirit. A 
Christian by profession and. practice, 
he united with the highest sense of 
honor and lofty purity of character, 
those genial and kindly graces .which 
made him a true type of the old-fash- 
ioned southern gentleman. The funeral 
arrangements will be announced later.

NEW LOW RECORDS 
MADE BY COTTON 
All Months, Except December, 


Entered New Low Ground. 
Spot Cotton Lower. 


New York, November 27.-—-The cot- 
ton market was more active today and 
prices made new low records on all de- 
liveries except December, as a result 
of increased aggressiveness on the 
part of local sellers, scattering liqui- 
dation and talk of easier southern 
#pot markets. The close was steady, 
but at a net decline of 9@13 points. 

The market opened easy at a de- 
Cline of 4@11 points under a renewal 
of Saturday’s selling movement, which 
had the encouragement of lower 
Liverpool cables, reports of heavier 
offerings of actual in the English 
Market and private wires from the 
south claiming that the interior was 


spot cotton more freely. 
There was an active demand at the 
initial level and rallies of 4 or 5 points 
occurred right after the gall on the 
more active months, but "there Was 
heavy southern selling here. Local 
bears evidently regarded the talk of, 
easier southern spots as foreshadow- 
ing the break in the ranks of holders! 
which they had been predicting for a 
month or more past and during the 
middle of the day the market sold 9 
to 14 points net lower. January 
touched 8.81 and all later deliveries 
made new low records for the season 
also, while December sold off to 9.06, 
or within 1 point of the low record 
estabiisheq late last month.

A promi- 
nent New Orleans authority issued an 
‘estimate placing the crop at 14,835,000 
bales, exclusive of linters, which was 
gaid to point to a commercial crop 
of nearly 15,400,000 bales, and an Ala- 
bama spot firm estimated the full crop 
at 14,856,000 bales, but these esti- 
mates seemed to attract less attention 
than the reports of increased willing- 
ness on the part of southern holders to 
sell spot supplies in the interior, and 
there seemeg to be little doubt from 
around the ring that expectations of 
weaker southern markets together 
with increased southern offerings of 
futures were the factors chiefly re- 
sponsible for the renewal of local bear 
pressure and scattering liquidation. 
Trade interests | shorts were good 
buyers on the decline.

After a short pause she 
fired two more shots, he said.
